2020 BONUS QUALIFICATIONS + 


The WORLD'S GREATEST BONUS is a 
bonus paid weekly and is based on MTD Net 
ALP as of the end of the week. A percentage 
bonus is paid on each portion of the MTD Net 
ALP. The agent's MTD Net ALP must increase 
over the prior highest MTD Net ALP achieve- 
ment in the existing month in order to receive 
a bonus. Agents must also have the required 
quality factor (retention or net-to-gross) to be 
eligible for the bonus. Agents contracted more 
than twelve months can also receive a bonus 
increase based on their retention rate. 


For the REINSTATEMENT BONUS, Agents 
receive 25% of the annualized premium as a 
bonus on all life cases recoded to a different 
Agent on bank draft with all back premiums 
collected. Returned items and lapses will be al- 
lowed to count as eligible cases. 


To be eligible for the SA/GA DIRECT 
ASSOCIATE FIELD TRAINING BONUS, 


the SA/GA must have the required number of : 


direct new associates. The bonus will be cal- 
culated as a percentage of the total weekly 
World's Greatest Bonus earned by new associ- 
ates in their first 180 days under an SA or GA. 
The SA/GA must have the required quality fac- 
tor to be eligible for the bonus. SA/GA must 
have a combined total of $6,000 of personal 
Gross ALP in the prior 2 months to be eligible 
for bonus in current month. 


To be eligible for the SA/GA LEADERSHIP 
BONUS, the SA/GA must have the required 
number of direct/indirect new associates. The 
bonus will be calculated as a percentage of the 
total weekly World's Greatest Bonus earned by 
post-six-month direct associates under an SA/ 
GA, and indirect associates under a GA. The 
SA/GA must have the required quality factor 
to be eligible for the bonus. SA/GA must have 
a combined total of $6,000 of personal Gross 
ALP in the prior two months to be eligible for 
bonus in current month. 


To be eligible for the MGA LEADERSHIP 
BONUS, the MGA must have the required 
number of new direct or indirect associates. The 
bonus will be calculated as a percentage of the 
total weekly World's Greatest Bonus earned by 
direct and indirect associates under an MGA. 
MGAs must have four or more new associates 


in the previous two calendar months; and must 
promote one person to MGA every 18 months 
under his/her regular MGA hierarchy to maintain 
the full bonus. Starting March 1, 2020, veteran 
MGAs (12+ months) must have five or more new 
associates in the previous two calendar months; 
and must promote one person to MGA every 18 
months under his/her regular MGA hierarchy to 
maintain the full bonus. MGAs must have the re- 
quired quality factor to be eligible for the bonus. 


The RGA BONUS is based on the Weekly 
Leadership Bonus earned by each MGA coded 
under the RGA. Based on the number of MGAs 
coded under an RGA, the RGA is eligible for 
a weekly bonus equal to a percentage of the 
Leadership Bonus earned by the MGA. The 
RGA must have the required quality factor to 
be eligible for the bonus and must promote 
one person to MGA every 18 months under his/ 
her personal MGA hierarchy to maintain the full 
bonus. RGAs are eligible for the bonus for as 
long as they continue to manage the MGA. 


The quarterly MGA GROWTH BONUS of- 
fers incentives for both veteran and rookie 
MGAs. For MGA Veterans (promoted prior to 
2019), the MGA Growth Bonus is calculated on 
2020 calendar quarter Net ALP growth over 
same quarter 2019. Bonus eligibility requires a 
minimum benchmark of $60,000 Net ALP pro- 
duction same quarter 2019. For MGA Rookies 
(promoted 2019 or after), the bonus is calcu- 
lated on growth over the previous calendar 


quarter Net ALP with a minimum benchmark of : 


$60,000 Net ALP production previous calendar 
quarter. Eligibility requires completing four full 
calendar quarters as an MGA, with calendar 
quarters starting Jan 1, Apr 1, Jul 1 and Oct 1. 


There is also a NEW ASSOCIATE BOOST 
where MGAs can earn up to an additional 35% 
of the MGA Growth Bonus. For MGA rookies 
and veterans, the New Associate Boost is based 
on the number of new associates over the same 
quarter 2019 with a minimum benchmark of six 
new associates the same quarter 2019. 


The quarterly RGA GROWTH BONUS is cal- 
culated as a percent of the total MGA Growth 
Bonus received by MGAs within the RGA's hi- 
erarchy. The percentage paid is based on the 
number of hierarchy MGAs who receive an 


MGA growth bonus that quarter. Net-to-gross/ 
retention standards apply to eligibility and bo- 
nus payout based on RGA tenure. 


MILLION DOLLAR CLUB members receive 
a bonus of $5,000 and an award if they pro- 
duce $1 million of Net ALP (from 1999 forward). 
$5,000 bonus will be increased $5,000 for each 
additional qualification. 


PR PLATINUM CLUB members of the PR 
Team receive a $5,000 bonus and an award if 
they produce 250,000 leads. They also receive 
a $10,000 bonus and an award for 500,000 
leads. Lead accumulations from 2006 forward. 


For FOUNDER'S CLUB, personal producers 
must meet $12,500 Net ALP per month for four 
consecutive months and 79.0% four month re- 
tention. Qualifiers must have eight full months 
tenure as an active producer. PR Reps and 
Marketing Specialists must reach 1,500 lead 
cards per month for four consecutive months. 
First Time qualifiers receive a $500 bonus and 
Founder's Club ring. Subsequent qualifications 
will receive $500 and a diamond added to their 
Founder's Club Ring or a Founder's Club Ring 
for their Spouse. Current year qualifiers also 
have the privilege of arriving one day early for 
the next year’s convention. 


For PRESIDENT’S CLUB, personal produc- 
ers must meet the minimum production of 
$150,000 of Net ALP in the calendar year, with 
80.0% four-month retention as of December 31, 
2020. Qualifiers must have eight full months ten- 
ure as active producers. PR Reps must generate 
22,500 lead cards in a calendar year to qualify for 
President's Club. The Marketing Specialist who 
generates the most lead cards in 2020 is also eli- 
gible. The Marketing Specialist must otherwise 
qualify for Convention to receive awards. First 
time qualifiers will receive a President's Club ring 
or pendant and a $1,500 bonus. Subsequent 
qualifications will receive a diamond added to 
their ring (or pendant) or a President's Club ring 
(or pendant) for spouse. The $1,500 bonus will 
be increased $200 for each consecutive qualifi- 
cation. Qualifiers also have the privilege of arriv- 
ing one day early to Convention. 


NOTE: An associate is defined as a new agent 
who submits at least $1 Gross ALP.

As you know, Torchmark Corporation became Globe Life Inc. back in August. This was done to 


capitalize on the successful investments made in enhancing recognition of the Globe Life brand.

In the August edition of Spotlight, we reported

Globe Life's strategic partnerships with national sports 
brands like the Dallas Cowboys NFL team and the 
Texas Rangers MLB team mean our customers will see 
Globe Life ads on TV and the Globe Life logo placed 
prominently in the home venues. Globe Life also has 
a sponsorship with a Major League Soccer team, 
capitalizing on that sport's massive reach worldwide. 
The Company is currently seeking additional brand 
awareness opportunities. It is hoped recognition will 
carry over through our affiliated branding. 


We're excited! When will we change over 
to the new logo? 


We're excited too, but it won't happen all at once. 
For now, you can see the new logo in use on social 
media and in a few other limited applications. We 
won't be destroying printed materials which use the 
old logo; the new logo will be phased in gradually. 
Select new projects will feature the new branding, 
which we expect to be mainstream at some point 

in 2020. 


Why this "soft rollout" approach? 


Recognizing the power behind the Globe Life brand 
and the importance of maintaining the integrity of 
OUR brand, we have purposefully been deliberate 
with the release of the logo. We are developing 
brand usage guidelines to help ensure consistency 
in how the logo is used. 


Can I use the logo now? 


Until the brand guidelines are finalized, approval 
must be obtained on a case-by-case basis by the 
Home Office Marketing Department to use the 
new logo. Please refrain from screenshotting or 
downloading online logos. Agents and managers, 
talk to your SGA. SGAs, please contact Jennifer 
Haworth jhaworth@Globe.Life or Corey Jones 
cajones@Globe.Life with requests and questions 
regarding logo usage.
